. That theſe words and difcourſes of $:m;nel were dited by Gods ſpirit,it needs 
nofurtner probation,but that it is a place of Scripture, fince the-whole Scripture 
is dited by that inſpiration,as Pal faith: which ground no good Chriſtian will, 
or dare deny:Wherupon it muſt neceſſirily follow, thar the:e ſpeeches proceeded 
not from any ambirion in Samxel,as one loath to quite the reines that he ſo-long 
* * had ruled,and therefore deſirous, by making odious the government ofa King, 
to difſwade the people from their farther imporrunate craving of one.ÞFor as the 
Text proveth it plainly, he then conveened them to give them a reſolute grant of 
their demand,as:Ged by his own mouth commanded t.im,faying : - 
Harken to the voyce of the people, = x MESSE 
And to preſſ todifiwade them from that, which he then came to grant unto 
_ themwere a thing very ympertinent in a wife man 3; much more in the Prophet 
* of the moſt high God; And likewiſe, it well appeared in all. the courſe af his life - 
mide aiikcir ſure before came-not' of any ambition in 
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him: WHiet he Wall proveil'in prayingand's it weteipotuning God or the 
weale of Saul. Yea,after God had dechated his reprobatioirunto hith, yet he deſi- 
ſted not, while God himfelfe was wrathat his praying, and diſcharged his far- 
ther.ſute in that errant. And'that theſe words'of Save were tiot uttered, 'asa 
_ pig phecy of Sau/their firſt Kings defection, itwell appeartth, as well becuuſc 

ob Ed no tention made in the'Scripture of any his tyranny and 6ppreſſion, 
(which,if it had been, would not have beenleft unpainted otit therein;as well as 
bs Ger faults were,as ina true mirrovr of all the Kings bchayiours,who it-de- / 

ribeth) as likewiſe in reſpe& that Saw/ was choſen-by Gad for his vertue, and 
mect qualitics to govern his people : whereas his deteQion: ſpitting after-band 
- from thecorruption of his own nature, and not throngh any default m God, 
who they that think ſo, would make asa ſtep-father to his people, inmaking wit 
fully a choyce of theunmeetcſt for governing them, ſince the cle&ion of that 
Xing lay abſolutly and immediatly in Gods hand. But by the ebtrury it is'phin, 
and cviderit, that this Ipeech of Seamne/ tothe people, was to'prepate their hearts 
beforc the hand to the due vbedience of that King, which God was to giveunto 
them ; and therfore opened up unto them, what might be the intollerable quali- 
ties that might fa'l in ſome of their Kings, thereby preparing them to patience, 

of to reſiſt to Gods ordinance,but as he would have ſaid. Since God hath gian- 
va your importunate ſatein giving youa King : as ye have elſe committed an 
error in ſhaking off Gods, yoke, and over-haſty ſeeking of a King : ſo beware ye 
'fall not Ito the next, in caſting offalfo raſhly that yoke, which God at your car- 
neſt ſite hath laid upon you, how hard that ever it ſeem tobe, For as ye conld 
not have obtained one without the permiſſion and ordinance of God: fo niay ye 
no morc,. fro he be once {et over you, ſhake him cf without the ſame warrant. 
And therfore in time arme yeur felves with patience anc humility, ſince he,that 
hach the only power to make him, Þath th= only power to unmake him; and ye 
only to obey, bearing with theſe ſtraits that I now fore. ſhew you, as with the 
finger of God, which iyeth not in you to take cf And will ye cont:der the very 
words of the Text 1n order,as they are ſet down,it ſhall plainly declare the obc- 
dicnce that the people owe to their King 1n all reſpes. 

Firſt, God commanded Same! to do two things; the one togrant the people 
their ſute in giving them a King ; the other to forwarn them, v- hat ſome Kings 
wil dounto them, that they may not thereafter in their grudging & murmuring 
fay; when they ſhall fcele the ſnares here foreſpoken : We would never have had 
4 King of God,in cafe, when we craved him, he had let us know how we weuld 
have becn uſed by him,as now we tina but overlate.” And this is nicanit by thete 
words, Now therefo-e kearken unto their woyce; howbeit yet teſiifie unto them, aud 
ſhew them the manner of the King that ſhall rule over them.

And tbat this propoſition grounded upon the Scripture, may-the more clearly 
aþpeareto botrue by the practiſe oft proved inthe fame book, we never read that 
ever the Prophets p:1ſwaded the people to rebell againlt the Prince, how wick:

When Samuel by Sods command pronounced to the fame King Sew/,that his 
Kingdom was rent from him, and given to another ( which ia cfe& was a de- 
grading of him) yethis next ationfollowing that was peaccably to turn home, 
and with floods uf tears to pray to God to have ſome:compaſllion upon-him. 
And David notwitnſtanding he was inaugurate in that fame degraded Kings 
roem, not only(when he was c1uclly perſecuted for no offence, but goad ſervice 
done unto hin:) would not pretun:c, having him-iin his power, skantly, but with 
great reverence, to touch the garment of the annoynted of the Lord,and in bis 


: Sam. 2.4 words bleſſed him: but likewiſe, when one came to him vanting himſ{clt untraly: 
1 Sam-1. to have{lain Szu{,he without forme ofproces, or try .l| of his guilt,cauſed only: 


for guiltineſk of his tongue put him toſo.Jain death. 

- And althoughthere was never a more monſtruous perſecator-and-tyrant than 
Achab-was: yet all the rebellion,that Elias ever-raiſed againſt him, was to fly to 
the wildernefſe: where for fault of ſuſtentation, .bee was-fed with the Corbics, 
And I think no man wil doubt but Samwel, David and Eliasyhad as great power | 
to perſwad the people, it they had liked to have imployed theircredit touptores 
and rebellions againſt theſe wicked Kings, as any of our {editions preachers in 
theſe dayes of whatſoever Religion, cither in this Countrey or-in France, had 
that buſicd themſelves moſt to ſtir up rebellion under cloak of Religion, . This 
far the only love cf verity,I proteſt, without hatred at their perſons, have moved 
me to be omewhat ſatyrique, 

And if any will leare to the extraordinary examples of degrading or kil ing 
of Kings in the Scriptures,therby to cloake the peoples rebellion, as by the deed 
of Fehn,and ſuch like extraordinaries-; I anſwer, beſides that they want the like 
warrant that they had,if extraordinary examples of the Scripture ſhal be drawn 
in dayly pra&i&; murder under traiſt,asin the perſons of Abxudand acl; theft, 
aS inthe perſons of the //raclites comming out of £gipr ; lying to their parents 
to the hurt of their brotber,as.in the perſon of Zacob; thall all be counted as law- 
full and allowable vertuzs, as rebellion againſt Princes. And to conclude, the 
praiſe through the whole Scripture proveth the peoples obcdience given to 
that ſentence in the Law o? God : Thex ſhalt wot raile upon the Indzes neit ſpeak 
evill of the Ruler of rby people. Tocnd then the ground of my propofition taken 
out of the Scripture, let two ſpeciall and notable examples, one under the law, 
another under the Euangel,conclude this pert of my alledgeance. Vnder the law, 


Jeremy threatneth the people of God with utter deſtruQion for reveUion to Ne-+ 


Snchaduczzxr the King of Babel, whoalthough he was an Idvulatrous perſecutor, 
a forrain King,a Tyrant;& uſurper of their liberties; yet in reſpe they had once 
Teceived & acknowledged him for theirKing, be not only commandeth them to 
obcy him,but cvcn to pray for his proſperity,adjoyning the.reaſon to it; becauſe 
1n his proſperity ſtood their peace, And under the Enangell that King, whom

Tyrant,an infamy to his age, and a monſter to:theworld, being atfoan Idvlatrous 
pertcutor,as the K.of Babel was.If then Idolatry & defeQtion fro F.
